TEE LESSONS OF THE '.0SEI:®ERG CASE - - THE EJTURE CaJ.SPMGN FOR JUSTICE 
FOR KOHTON S0E.HLL 


On October 5, 1953 Ethel and Julius Rosenberg reached from their gra.vos 
and protested their innocence in the Federal Ccrnrt building in Nev.' York City. 

At their side stood Korton Sobell r/hose cry for justice had broken through the 
bars of Alcatraa pnd travelled three thousand miles across the country. 

Mr. Howard Meyer, the attorney for Morton Sobell argued the merits of his 
appeal to the court asking for a new trial for Morton Sobell - a nev/ trial based 
on the nc’.v evidence in the Rosenberg- Sob ell Case - based on the console table, 
on David Greenglass* theft of uranium, on Ruth Greenglass^ characterization of her 
hasband as a hysteric and a liar - on David Grcenglass* ovTi admission that he lied 
to the E3I, 

The Judges announced that they would reserve decision. There can be no 
question but that the Rosenberg - Sobell C;,se lives in the hearts and minds of 
millions of Americans. 

Ethel and Julius Rosenberg died amidst one of the most pov;erful protests 
the world had ever heard. Press reports throughout our country indicated that 
millions of messages reached the Uhite House. The day of the execution, the 
Frasident of France telephoned directly to the Wliite House, the Pope wired his 
fourth appeal, the British Rosenberg Committee reported mess^'ges from the leading 
chiuchmen and parliamentarians of their ' country, Ethel and Julius Rosenberg died 
amidst the hopes :ind prayers of hundreds of millions of people, they were buried 
with the tears of hundreds of millions watering their young graven - they were 
followed to the cemetary by seven thousand cars what the press called the biggest 
Jewish funeral in the history of our country. 

And yet in 1951 Ethel and Julius P.osenberg and Morton Sobell were tried in 
an almost empty court room - their children in a city institution - tried in 
silence - and condemned to death they ’..ent into the dc" th house with only tin 
unfriendly press at their side. 

We must ask ourselves why, in 1951, they v/ont into the death house alone - 
and why, in 1955, millions spoke for their lives yet the Rosenbergs died. In the 
answer to these questions we learn the meaning of the Hosenbei’g c-'se. In answering 
these questions we will find the key to the opehiiig of the gates in Alcatrez for 
Morton Sobell, 

Julius and Ethel Rosenberg and Morton Sobell were arrested in r.he summer of 
1950 - some few weeks after the outbre.ok of the Korean war - some few years after the 
the campaign to curtail /mericun liberties had begun. Their arrest - coming as a 
culmination to five years of Ibyalty oaths, conspiracy arrests spy scares - 
was the result of a period of hysteria and was intended to create an even deeper 
feeling of terror. 

Arrested in a period of confusion - they were tried in an atmosphere of 
hysteria and fear. They were tried in a period v/hen even the most responsible 
soci.ally conscious people lived in a state of apprehensive apajfcliy. Perhaps there 
were some of us who read about the trial and v/ished we could help perhaps others 
of us oelieved that all help was useless - that it would be. impossible to clear 
the confusion and hostility which surrounded the Rosenbergs and Sobell - p erhaps 
others of us became very frightened and thought of an approaching terror vdthin 
our country and wondered how we and our children might survive. 

Certainly, whatever our thouglits, the living proof of our indecision and 
fears v/os the empty court room. 

It was the Rooeribercs .and Morton Sobell v.ho helped change this state of 
affairs in our country. For as they stood in the s:iadow of the electric chait and 
and proclaimed their innocence - as tliey declared that their love of their children 
and their love of their country precluded false confessions — prevented a personal 
”deal'^ with history ~ so did there in America develop a c.cll for justice. 

The first voices were truly voices in the wilderness. Coming from Ohio, 
from New York, from Texas, from California - individuals - first in ones, then in 
tv.o^s and three - organized the fight for justice, Fi*om two .and three comrr.ittees 
our Committees finally numbered over 40 major committees and hundreds of cominunity 
committees and independant groups.

There are imn<yrtnnt les'ons to V learned frames Rosenberg Sob ell fight. 
Lessons vdiich vie must bring to the figh'- for Morton Soboll - the fight for Amer- 
ican justice. The groups v;ho began the struggle faced an ocean of hostility, 
indifi e*. ence, apathy and fear* Yet slowly and painfully this atmosphere was chcinged 
Working intensively - as almost all Rosenberg fighters did - each little nucleus 
of tv/o or three people lea.rned hov/ to move their community — their city — their 
state - their nation. We made mistskes as v;e went along - we blundered in spots - 
we had to revise our ideas — learn from each other — exchange our e^^periences 
with people three thousand miles awa;^'- - but after a while a pattern emerged in our 
work. Many of us believed in their innocence — many had doubts but we found a 
common unity in the strugg].e to get facts. We found that we were basing our hopes 
for the lives of Sthel and Julius Rosenberg on the inherent integrity and intelli- 
gsaee of the inierican people - on the basic liumanity of these same people. We 
j •■••.med to taice nothing for granted - to operate in such a manner that would 
pree-pitate the least resistance and opposition - to take only those steps which 
\.'..axd arouse the greatest numbers and most representative citizens. Y7e learned 
tnat the first task we had. with each new person - with e.ach new gron^ - was to

, searched out common grerond. V?e found that most people believed 3thel 
and oulius Rosenberg were guilty as charged - a3.so a surprisingly large number 
believed tnat the Rosenl'ergs had "confessed" during the trial. \7e also fo’ond an 
u-idercurrent of unease - unrest about the death sentence. 

^ ^ argued from the first that grave doubts existed as to the guilt of the 
and Sobell. ^7e argued also that even greater doubts existed as to 
k r v,j 3 for the death sentence and we further pressed the fact that Ethel and 
u.-j -/-senberg always proclaimed their innocence. 


• in general - seeking alv/a^-s the greatest response from the greatest number 
of peop..e - we employed all the mass media vjhich we co’uld obtain. Six million 
leai-ews andpamphlets and transcripts left the ITational Committee office alone -

Committee and the local committees recognized early in the 
campaign tnat v/ithout organized labor we would be unable to reach and move into 
action a most important segment of America. 

The trade unions were approached on many levels. Through the Rosenber^r

Zionists all their lives - that they protested their innocence at all times. All 

tmth ir tErRo^e^'h the facts in the case - all of them reflected the 

trutn in the Rosenberg case - but the results were very uneven. 

However, we began to learn from those unionists who responded to our 
campaign. A longshoreman came into the office one day and during the long diew 
cussion pointed out that he could not use our trade union material. Sure, he said, 
Ln f*® innocent - but if I said that to the men where I work today they

leaders as with all other groups we could take nothing for .^-rented - that the verv

relleoted the leeltng and concern of thousands of trade unionists. 
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Our Committee approached the Jeva oh people as a special group, the Negro 
people ns a special group, the Catholics as a special group. In all of these 
groups v/e found only one generalization applied to all - we could take nothing 
for granted, but that v/hat v/as needed was steady persist<='nt v.ork, seeking out 
the best approach for each group, Vve found that there were large seg.nents of the 
Jewish people who could defend Julius and Ethel Rosenberg as Aaerioaiis «• not as 
Jews, 7:e found at the same time that many of the Jewish newspapers, many of 
the Jewish clergy and above all many of the Jewish laymen of all walks of life 
identified themselves closely with the Rosenbergs as Jews end believed that the 
attack against them as well as the terrible sentence, v/as a result of anti- 
semitism* In speaking to the Jewish people it was always necessary to recognize 
these tv;o currents - and in time we learned how to move the major portions of 
the Jewish people* There can be no question but that a great section of American 
Jewry expressed themselves for clemency through their activto participation in 
Rosenberg Committees, through their personal letters to the President, tlirough 
their prayers and petitions on behalf of the Rosenbergs, 

Although we were always cognizant of the very vital contributions made 
to the Rosenberg campaign by such outstfaidinp; Negro leaders as I;!rs, Mary Church 
Terrell, Dr, I';, E, E, Dubois, Jcir, Leon Beverly, lv!r, Paul Robeson - although the 
Committee itself was able to learn so much from the experiences of Mrs* Bessie 
liitchell, who spoke publicly on behalf of the Rosenbergs long before many of us 
came near the case, from the leadership of Jo Granit in the midwest^ we did not 
fully utilige the great v/ealth of sympathy which the Rosenbergs found in the heai'ts 
of many of the Negro people. 

Cur serious ’weaj-cness in the past campaign and one which cannot be repeated 
in the future was the inability to "bring more of these leaders into direct or- 
ganizational participation on our committees. 

The committees, in seeking to brin g home the facts in the Rosenberg case 
did not neglect the seat of government. Our committees organised varied 
delegations to Congressmen and Senators ^ the delegations varied in fonn end 
number and included outstanding community figures, large neighborhood delegations, 
mass visits to Washington numbering tens of thousands, the use of a continuous 
lobby in /Washington under the leadersiiip of Don Rothenberg, All members of the 
Senate end many members of Congress received transcripts as well as other 
Roo er.be i-g literature. The private letters and phone calls of other members of 
Congress reflected in part the pro -clemency feeling which existed on Capitol Hill, 

Finally it should be noted that in our relationship with the press of this 
country - we bent every effort to bring them the truth in the ?.osenberg-S obeli 
case end to encourage them to take a position for clemency. Our committees 
visited the offices of hundreds of nev/spapers throughout the country - thousands 
of letters to tho editor were received in editorial offices and thousands were 
printed. Press conferences held by the National Committee, radio and television, 
interviews arranged for our committee officers, t'or Mjts. Rosenberg - for public 
figures - were all part of the struggle to bring the truth to the press. In 
addition, we purchased scores of thousands of lines of advertising. There is 
no question but that the press' was used by the prosecution as an instrument to 
create hysteria and still is. There is no question but that the constant re- 
. petition of mis-facts and the out and out prosecution lies - ’were powerful forces 
to be contended with. But in most parts of the country we achieved some po&i-i-iV'e 
reeults, ranging from the appearance of letters to the editor and paid ads tj 
editorials' favoring clemency. 

The role played by tho peoples of the world is too tremendous and too 
complex for us to deal yd that this moment. It should be noted however - that the 
international press and the people of the world became interested in the Rosenborg 
and Sobell case only after the A.merican people spoke up. In letters to Europe, 
through the visits of American tourists, t.hrough cables and newspaper reports, 

Europe became a-z/are of tho Ho s enter g-Sobell case and co remittees formed through- 
out the world. In time the entire y/orld spoke forth - from England, France, 

Italy, Africa, China, Indie, Sweden, Scotland, Poland, Israel, Romania - messages 
of hope roaohod our commlt.t.e« f^nd prayers a, io;nAricy rea*--h«d -the Presidont, 
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Finally, v/o tried to maV.c possible the bcot legal dofonso v:o could. For 
almost a year boforo v;o coiiio on the scer.u, hr. Emanuol LUocl: stood as tlio solo 
barrier botv^oen tho Rosenborgs ur.a the execution. There may or may not be merit 
in the Monday quarts rbacicing and second guessing that has taken place in respect 
to the legal moves in the case, but history will record few examples of such self- 
less devotion, courage and perseverance as Hr. Bloch displayed. 

From an empty court room to millions of Vun-to House messages - from national 
hostility and indifference to nation-wide and international support and prayer - 
such was the story of the Rosenberg case in eighteen short months. 

Is it because of the Rosenbergs and Sobell themsolvec - yes, this is a 
reason. It is because the Rosenborgs and Sobell understood that tlieir case ^vas 
bigger than just three people - that in their case was something of the past, pre- 
sent and future of our nation - something of the past, present and future of man- 
kind itself. Did they know then vdiat manj- of us finally realised, that the attack 
upon them could beccm.e the opening of the death house to irhi lions of Americans - 
that if they could be condemned on fl.lmsy, stcol-piroon tcstii.ior.y then no man or 
woman could rightly lock forward to a secure and hap'py future? 

If the P-Osenbargs and Horton Scholl understood this from the first days of 
their arrest - many, many more Americans began to understand soon afterv/ard. It 
was the deeper meaning of the Rosenberg case that brought people to the intensive 
fight for justice. Because peoplcj understood that it v.^as Ao.orica - not tho Rosen- 
bc-rgs and Sobell alone at stake. People spoke for clgimency and meant peace in 
liorea - civil libertios at homo -- unable to express their hopes and fears on a 
thousand and one issues they expressod themselves on the Rosenberg case. 

There can be no question but that the meaning cf the Rosenberg-Soboll case 
was intuitively felt by millions. Despite the ovcry/helming cry for clemency tj.e 
Rosenbergs wore iiurried to tlieir deaths, ’Yo ask oursclves'v/hy - and tho answer is 
both complex and simple. The Rosonbergs died because the President of the 'united 
States believed a public execution was necessary to silence dissent. The Rosonbergs 
died because the case against them was coming apart at tiie seams. 

The government could not afford tc lot them live any longer. Tiie Rosenbergs 
died because our public cainpaign was not sufficiently strong to save fricm - while 
our committees moved millions for clemency tl.e need v/as i'er huiidreds of millions. 

We began to work too late - cur forces v/ere too fe'v for too long. Rlien we 
look back at how much was accomplished with so fev; poople - wo can only^egin to 
wonder at how much more powerful the carapaign v/ould'have been if our committees 
began sooner and learned more quickly. 

Wo lacked the strength of organized labor, without which no groat campaign 
can ever be won. ' ^ 

Je failed to save the lix^es of Julius and Etnei Rosenberg but wo prevented 
the government from sending them to a meaningless and shameful death. The maior 
portions of the world knows today that Julius and Ethel FLOsenberr died in a fight 
for justice. ^ 

.Vnd in a court rocm a few days ago the fighting soirit of a younsr scientist 
cried out for justice for himself and for his co^jntry - tho third defendant in the 
the Rosenberg-Sobell Caso. It is not an easy thing for a man to face thirty years 
in Alcatraz. But for morton Sobell the fight for the life of the Rosenbergs took 
priority over all else. 

IVliat do xve know of Morton Sobell? What do Americans who know the r^e oa 
Ethel and Julius Rosonborg so yvell - xvhat do they know of Lierton Sobell? 

Morton Sobell - aged 36 is today in Alcatraz. Morton Sobell, who studied 
to be a scientist looks back on his young life - in a letter to his ;vife Helen 
Sobell. He says: 

"I always had a dream of putting my scientific knowledge to use in the 
modical field not only relating to diseases but aiding the bliiid, the crippled and 
the deaf to pursue more normal lives... 

"... Can 'we dare to imagine what it would have meant to have had the vast 
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scientific orgenization which was set up during the v/ar to function along peace- 
ful pursuits? I know it sounds fantastic - yet we must remember that until 
World War II scientists were very little used by the armed forces* Instead 
we see a whole generation of engineers, physicists and chemists suckled on 
wer machines, end still feeding on the seme* A lost generation of scientists 
who have never known the satisfaction of true creativity, lost in the maze of 
technical problems surrounding their work. I was one of them...” 

Trained for science - his mind intent upon inquiry - investigation, learning 

- Morton Sobell lives in a time when the intellectual in Arnerica is suspect - when 
the comic strips deplore the v/ord culture - ‘when sadistic minds echo a call from a 
previous era - echoed in the words '‘v;h6n I hear the ’word culture, I reach for a 
gun." 


hhy is Morton Sobell in Alcatraz today? First and foremost - he is in 
Alcatraz beoeuse he could not - he would not become a Greenglass or an Elitohar 

— kidnapped and beaten v/hile in Mexico - rushed to the U*S. border - Merton 
Sobell was held for a number of v/oeks y/ithout being named in any indictment* 

A door was open to Morton Sobell • a door out of V-j'est Street Prison - a door to 
freedom. The Attorny Ggneral’s office asked only one things - that Morton Sobell 
cooperate in sending Ethel and Julius Rosenberg, to the electric chair - that he 
admit - not his ov/n guilt - but their guilt - that in short - he become a Greenglass 
or Max Elitoher. 

Because ho refused - because he denied all guilt - or knowledge of guilt — 
lA^rton Sobell is today in Alcatraz. 

h'e v/ill not deal now with the question of the evidence against Morton Sobell 

— or of the legal intricacies* Professor Stephen Lqvo has prepared a complete 
analysis of the Case. Fyom his analysis I sm sure ’we will gain a complete under- 
standing of the evidence - or rather the lack of evidence - in the Sobell Case* 

However, there is a second reason v/hy I^rton Sobell is in Alcatraz today. 

He is in Alcatraz because since 1946 scientists have faced a deterioration of 
the freedoms which are essential to all human knowledge. 

The loyalty oaths drove countless scientists from the government laboratories 
and from the universities* 

The uses to which political officeholders were putting the fruit of scien- 
tific inquiry even discouraged those ;vho, in their devotion to science, agreed to 
remain. They did not vdsh to have a hand in murder* Driven from laboratories 
and universities, hounded by investigation, some even felt compelled to leave 
the country in the hope that Mexico and South America and other lands would offer 
them greater freedom of inquiry® 

These men did what men have done for a hundred centuries - they fled from 
what they believed was a hopeless tyranny, 1+ was men like these who first 
settled our own country, coming as best they could, openly v;hen possible, under 
new names end guises when they believed it necessary* 

For one moment in his life Morton Sobell also thought of fleeing and then 
decided that his place was at the side of others similarly troubled. 

That is the Merton Sobell story: - Th© story of Morton Sobell is the story 
of science in the United States* It is the story of the university — the story 
of the clergy. 

If for any reason we in this room tried to forget the meaning of the Rosenberg- 
Sobell Case - if for one minute we decided to forget the young scientist in Alcatraz, 
the Attorney General »s office v/ould make such forgetfulness impossible. Because 
now - at this moment new Rosenberg-Sobell trials are in preparation* The hapless 
stool-pigeon Max Elitoher has identified other Sobell classmates - is preparing, 
for richer rewards, to testify against other young scientists and engineers, in 
Kqw Jersey five radar experts have been throvna out of their Jobs - « one of them 
at least appears to be guilty of once being a classmate of Sobell* The press 
has already tried and convicted them of espionage. 

At the time of the Rosenberg-Sobell trial and conviction, the government 
announced that it v/ould arrest and try hundreds more. These arrests and trials 
v/ere impossible while the Rosenbergs lived - while thqy could testify on their 
own behalf and on behalf of their friends. Since the death of the Rosenborgs, 
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the government can prepare a new series of trials during which anyone cm be 
tied to the Rosenborgs on perjured testimony end on the mistaken assumption of 
Rosenberg-Sobell guilt - anyone oan face the death house* 

But we here in this room - we here who represent the feelings of millions 
of decent* moral Americans - we here ovreit to ourselves end our country to con- 
tinue the Rosenberg-Sobell struggle - the struggle for American justicce. 

V/q state that we will continue to v/oric* We will bring the facts of the Sobell 
case to the American people - we will begin a campaign of education and information 
that will blanket a nation^ The millions of outstanding Americans 'who spoke forth 
for clemency must be shoivn that the Rosenberg-Sobell case was never reviewed by 
the highest courts of our land# We believe that thousands of eminent citizens, 
basing themselves on the knowledge that the Rosenberg-Sobell case v/as never 
reviewed in the courts, v/ill sign e.n amicus brief requesting the Supreme Court 
to grant certiori and review the case© 

But the first barrier to justice for Ilorton Sobell is not the courtroom# it 
is the Attorney General’s office* The Attorney General’s office wrote the script 
in the Rosenberg-Sobell case. Aj^d in that script we find the use of perjured 
testimony, the planting of hate-stories in the press, v/e find lies to the An-iericaja 
people, lies to the courts, lies to the President of the United States* 

Viho, if not the attorney General’s office, concealed from President Truman the mer- 
ciful plea of Pope Pious XII? bho, if not the Attorney Ggneral’s office, told 
President EisenJioYver that the Rosenborgs "spied for money" and that the Supreme 
Court had reviewed their case several times? ';/ho implied to the 
Supreme Court that even if it vacated the stay granted by Justice Douglas, the 
Rosenbergs would remain alive long enough for other legal steps to be taken? 

Let me read to you from Justice Frankfurters’ dissent# I quote: "Cn the assumption 
that the sentences against the Rosenbergs are to be carried out a 11 tonight, 

their counsel ask this Court to stay their execution until opportunity has been 
afforded to them to invoke the constitutional perogative of clemency*** It is not 
for this court even to remotely to enter into the domain of clemency reserved by the 
Constitution exclusively to the President* E^jit the Court must properly take into 
accouia,t the possible consequences of a stay or a denial of a stay of execution of 
death sontonces upon making an appeal for executive clemency* Vv'ere it established 
that counsel ere correct in their assumption that the sentences of death are to be 
carried out at 11 p*m* tonight, I believe that it v^ould be right and proper for this 
Court formally to grant a stay with a proper time-limit to give appropriate opportuni- 
ty for the process of executive clemency to operate* I justifiably assume, hovtrever, 
that the time for the execution has not been fixed as of 11 o’clock tonight*" 

If our count r:/- should accustom itself to such lawless end immoral behavior by 
the Attorney General’s office, it must also accustom itself to the final chapter of 
such behavior — deliberate and cold blooded murder* 

So long as the Aittorney General’s office can continue to infleme, to lie, to 
torture and to threaten, unchallenged - there oan be no hope for Jiorton Sobell — 
or for justice for anyone* 

We propose to make that challenge* 

We propose to turn the spotlight on the Attorney General’s office* 

We propose to make its conduct in the Rosenberg-Sobell case knov^n to every 
man and woman in our country* 

We are going to ask that hundreds of groups of people in the jb. v/ schools, 
in the universities, in the unions and every'/here - investigate the deads of the 
Attorney General’s office in respect to the Rosenberg-Sobell case* 

■Me are going to ask even those v/ho believe the Rosenbergs or Sobell guilty 
and deserving of their punishment to take a look at the record of the Attorney 
General’s office in this case* 

And we are going to focus ogee again on the seat of government, we are going 
to ask the Judiciary Committee of the Senate, headed by Senator Wllliom Langor, 
to investigate the attorney Ggneral’s conduct of this case* And we are going to 
ask millions of peopl© to support this demand, end we are going to ask every 
Senator to support it# 
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Wg are Going to nake it difficult for the Attorney General’s office to keep 
Horton Sobell incarcerated at Aicatras, T-vhere they hope to turn the scientist into 
a crav/ling, lying, stoolpigeon v/ho v/ill v*'hitGv;aGh the Attorney General’s office and 
send nore men and v;omen to prison or death* 

They v.'ould not succeed in doing this to iiorton Soheil if they kept him or\ 
that bleak rock for thirty years - but A.ierica owes Sobell a debt that must make 
this impossible. 

V;g are going to give Ilorton Sobell the best legal help that patriotism and 
conscience - and our funds - can siapply. 

Finally, the conference will address itself to the case and protection of 
the Rosenberg and Sobell children. Rlons for supporting tlie v75,000 Trust Fund for 
the Rosenberg children through fund raising activities and tlie promotion of the 
Death ilcuso letters must be carefully considered. 

That is v;hat “ive have come together for here* V.'o ".vill have differences, 
perhaps, of emphasis and of language. That is natural, considering tlie numbers 
of people v/e represent and the enperiences we have cone tlirough separately and 
together . 

But v.'c will cone to a cemon understanding here. Vi’e v/ill find a common 
program and a common language. "'•Ye will develop a Committee that v/ill give us all 
the froodom to v/ork for Horton Sobell and Justice. 

One thing v/o must bear in mind. There are deadlines in t}io Uorton Sobell 
cG.se. Once the case Is or.lvausted in the courts, the fight v/ill bocorne ha.rder . 

V/b.at r;o do must be done before the Attorney General’s office can rush the case 
through the courts. Y/o have only montlis, not years. 

If v:o keep in mind that our basic reason for being Iiero is to v/in Justice 
for Morton Sobell, and to v/orh' ay quickly as possible to that end, v/o v/ill iiavo 
given a nev/ moaning to the histoi'y of this case and to the iiistory of our country.

ANALYSIS OF CASE AGAINST MORTON 30BELL 


The thirty year sentence imposed upon MORTON SOBELL is 
a blight upon the reputation of American justice. The sentence 
is unprecedented in its severity; it has no justification in 
the evidence; it is obviously the product of hysteria rather 
than representing a calm reasoned conclusion; it has arroused the 
protest of well-intentioned people the vjorld over* 

Despite the characterization of IviCRTO].! SOBELL as a 
**traitor’» or as an ‘^atomic spy“, the record in his case is entirely 
devoid of any evidence which would justify either appellation. 
SOBELL v/as neither indicted or tried for treason. The Federal 
Constitution requires that treason be proven by the testimony of 
two v/itnesses to the same overt act. Since no one - not a. single 
person - testified that SOBELL gave any information to any 
representative of any foreign power, the charge of treason v/as 
out of the question. 

The defendant was indicted under a fairly recent Federal 
statute; the indictment under which he v/as tried jointly with 
JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG - v/hich indictment was filed January 
31, 1951 - charged them v/ith having conspired vrith ANATOLI A, 
■YAKOVLEV, DAVID GREENGLASS , RUTH GREENGLASS and HARRY GOLD (the 
last two of v/hom were not indicted), to deliver to a foreign 
government, the Goyiet Union, betv/een June 6, 1944, and June I6, 
1955 > v/hile the United States v/as at v/ar, certain documents, 
writings, sketches, notes and information relating to the national 
defense of the United States, with intent and reason to believe 
it v/ould be used to the advantage of the Soviet Union; there v/as 
no charge that the same v/ould be harmful to the United States. 

Upon motion of counsel for SOBELL, the United States 
was compelled to file a list of the overt acts chargeable against 
SOBELL, v/hich list consisted of nothing but a list of five con- 
versations between SOBELL and JULIUS HOSE.UERG betv/een January, 

1946, and May, 1948. 

At the outset, it may be stated v/ithout fear of contra- 
diction that despite the fact that the gravamen of the indictment 
was the delivery of documents, writings, sketches, notes and 
information relating to our national defense, nevertheless, not a 
single witness testified, nor v/as their a scrap of paper, to the 
effect that SOBELL had delivered anythin? to ai-i.vbody at any time 
relating to our national defense. As a matt er~of fact, with the 
exception of the witnesses who testified to SOBELL 'S alleged 
flight to Mexico, there v/ere but tv/o v/itnesses v/ho even mentioned 
the name of SOBELL, namely, ilAY ELITCHEH and vaLLIAI;^ DANSIGEH. 

Hov/ever, even the characterization of DAN2IGER as a 
witness against Sobell is an act of supererogation, since his 
only testimony was that he and SOBELL had attended highschool 
together, had graduated from the same class of the College of the' City 
of New York in June, 1938, had thereafter also worked together 
for some years at the Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Deoartment 
in Washington; that DANZXGER visited SOBELL at his home in 
Flushing, Long Island, in May, 1950, when he told SOBELL that he 
was in the electrical business and had asked SOBELL for the 
address of JULIUS ROSEICERG, v;ho, as Sobell told him, was in the 
machine shop business, it being the v/itness' idea that he might 
give ROSENBERG some machine shop work. The witness also testified 
that SOBELL told him that he v/as leaving for a vacation in 
Mexico in June, 1950, and v/hen the witness came to his home, the 
SOBELL family w^as packing to leave and v;ere going to Mexico City, 

He also testified that some time later, he received a letter from 
SOBELL from Mexico City, the return address on which v/as M. SOWELL, 
the letter containing a letter to be for\/arded to his -lister-in- 
law and to his parents. The return address on this letter being 
that of M, LEVITOV. 
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De spite the fact that the defendaiits v'ere not indicted 
on the charge of being Communists, nor on the charge of trea 5 :nn, 
the United States Attorney, in his very opening statement (p, lo2) 
introduced the charge that the loyalty and allegiance of the 
defendants “were not to our country, but that it was to Communism, 
Communism in this country and Communism throughout the world'*, 
and referred to them as “traitorous Americans'* (p. 182), guilty 
of “traitorous activities'* and“treasonable acts'*. Remember, please, 
that none of the defendants had been indicted on the charge of 
treason. 


V/hen the defendants objected to the introduction of the 
element of Communism, upon the ground that the defendants v/ere 
not on trial for being Communists, the trial judge held that the 
inquiry was proper as going to the motive of the defendants to 
commit the acts charged against them; the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals held that he was correct in that rviling. The 
trial judge v/ent on to caution the jurors that they v/ere “not to 
determine the guilt or innocence of a defendant on v/hether or 
not he is a Communist'*, I submit that such a performance by a 
trial judge may be legally sound but in the long run is one of 
those amiable hypocracies of the lav;. It represents one of those 
rules v/hich the law feels necessary but which the seeker for 
justice finds practical rather than just. In these days, re- 
peatedly to call a defendant in a criminal case a Communist and 
then expect him to get a fair trial before a jury simply because 
the trial judge directs the jury to disregard that charge is 
naive., : f not directly insincere. The v^/arning to the jury to 
disregard a particular charge is, as stated by no less a personage 
than Mr, Justice Jackson of the Supreme Court, in Krulewitch • v. 
United States, 336 U.S. 440, (1,1650) but “an empty ritual v/ithout 
any practical effect on the jurors'*. It is largely on the basis 
of such repeated “empty rituals'* that the defendants now face the 
chair. 


The trial proceeded in the atmosphere generated by 
those charges and by the evident conviction of the trial Judge 
that the dei e-idants v:ere guilty, a conviction v/hich he did little 
to conceal from the jury, I have made notations, in the record, 
of over a hundred points at v;hich the tria.l judge aided the 
government and its v/itnesses or shov/ed hostility to the defendants 
or their counsel, or minimized their evidence. 

The court's attitude tov/ard counsel for Sobell was well 
shown by such observations as the following 1 (p, 202) 

“Let ne ask you this, Hr, Phillips: have you tried any 
criminal casesl I knov; your specialty is in the real 
estate field.'* 

Or this choice bit before the jury (p, 808 ) : 

''Mr. ICuntz: May I finish my argument? 

The Court: Mr, Kuntz, no, you may not. It is a lot 
of gibberish,

“Mr. hunts: May I — 

The Court: No, the Court put that question, Mr. KuntZy 
rnd don't give me any ecu’:' so of instruction as to what 
is usually done in a ccur’^room. This is the way I am 
running this courtroom, Mr. Kuntz, and I think I 
understand how a courtroom should be run, I don't care 
to hear anything further from you. Your objection is 
noted" , 


It does not take a veteran trial lawyer to understand 
v;hat this sort of attitude on the part of the presiding judge 
does to the attitude of the lawyer thus humiliated. 

The only other witness against SOBELL, namely, MAX ELITXIiE* 
likev/ise attended high school and then college with SOBELL up to 
193®* He testified that in 1939 he and SOBELL had a conversation 
In regard to the Communist party, and that ultimately he joined 
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a cell of the Comr^unist party in \/ashington at SOBhLL'S suggestion 
and attended meetings of that coll for two or three moiiths after 
May, 1939, and until 1941; that he continued to be a member of 
the Communist party until 1948, one group of the party being 
known as the Navy Branch, He testified nothing further about 
membership in the Communist party, but he said that he met SOBELL 
again in 194? at the Beeves Instrument Plant in New York where 
SOBELL asked him if he knew of students v/ho could be approached 
concerning espionage and obtaining classified material. 

The witness further testified that during the week 
proceeding Labor Day in 1944, he had a conversation v;ith SOBELL, 
and that SOBELL was angry when he heard that ROSENBERG had 
mentioned his name. 


The witness further testified that SOBELL was employed 
in the General Electric Plant in Schenectady in 1946, and then 
inquired of the witness whether there was any v;ritten material 
available as to his v/ork; that SOEELL suggested or '“implied** 
that the v/itness w^as to see ROSEi-IBERG about espionage business in 
1946; and that in 1947, when he met SOBELL at the Sugar Bowl 
Restaurant, he asked the witness vrhether his wife knew about 
the espionage business, and also asked the witness whether he 
would let. SOBELL know of any engineering students who were 
“progressive**; that in June, 1948, he told SOBELL that he was 
leaving the Bureau of Ordnance, and tha-fc SOBELL asked him to do 
nothing about tha,t until he had seen SOBELL and ROSSl\'BERG 
subsequently to v/hich SCBELL arranged a meeting between the 
witness ^ and ROSEi\T^ERG; that at that meeting SOBELL and ROSENBERG 
both tned^to persuade him to stay at the Bureau of Ordnance 
because ROSENBERG needed someone to \«;ork at that Bureau for 
espionage purposes, but that the witness adhered to his determin-

the government must have known that it was false, it introduced a 
card by an Immigration Inspector at the birne ^jOBELL v;as forcibly 
returned to the United States, vjhich card read ** Deported from 
Mexico'*; since he did not take the stand, SOBELL v;as not able to 
give the jury the facts to show that he had been kidnapped from 
mexico rather than being deported; 

THIRD ; The government w^as allov/ed to introduce evidence 
as to the activities of the Communists in the United States upon 
the theory that such activities would show the motives of these 
defendants as Communists; once that door was opened, the cause 
of the defendants, including SOBLLL, was sunk* The first v;itness 
on the Communist issue was HARRY GOLD, a self-confessed spy, 
serving a thirty year sentence, who would some day be applying 
for parole. He had a Roman Kollday on the v;itnGss stand, relating 
alleged activities of the Communists v/ith v.'hich the defendants 
'‘Were in no wise connected; as a matter of fact, he never even 
knew either SOBELL or the RCSExiBLRGS; that this created an atmos- 
phere and a prejudice against the defendants which they could 
not possibly overcome is undeniable. 

Another v/itness presented in connection v/ith the Communist 
picturization of the case was our old friend, the ubiquitous 
ELIZABETH BENTLEY, Since she has made a career of professing to 
be a reformed Communist, and has made a living off writing books, 
presenting lectures, and testifying in practically every case 
and ^ every Congressional hearing involving Communism, directly or 
indirectly, it v/as to be expected that sooner or later the 
charming liiizabeth would appear here, too* She was subpoenaed 
from a hard-earned vacation in Puerto Rico, for the ostensible 
purpose of establishing the relationship betv/een the Communist 
Party of the United States and the Communist International* She 
was allowed, however, ^to give an extensive history of what she 
4Ch.^aGt€rized her activities as a secret courier among many named 
and unnamed alleged Communists, which testimony consisted of 
many generalities, much hearsay, etc* The tesbimony certainly wa.s 
calculated to give the jury a nicture of very v/ldely-spread and 
sinister activities of the Communists in this country* That it 
was very prejudicial to the defendants, in the eyes of the jury, 
cannot be doubted, even though she did not profess even to knov/ 
the defendants* 


hell, you ask me -- and your friends ask you — if this 
case was so patently full ^ of holes, why did not the Circuit Court 
of Appeals reverse a conviction based upon that evidence? Even 
lawyers ask me that. The ansv/er is simnle. In the Federal 
Judicial system, unlike the practise in’ most of the state courts, 
the Circuit Court of Appeals, that is the Court of Review, ‘‘is not 
allowed to consider the credibility of v^itnesses or reliability 
of testimony* Particularly in the Federal Judicial system, that 
is the jury's province'*; Mr* Justice Frank's opinion in behalf 
of the Circuit Court of Appeals; (p* 1648). 

h'hy that rule has become so well established in the 
Federal Courts is hard to say* Time end time again, a trial 
judge upsets a verdict of ‘'guilty**, or criticises an acquittal 
as a miscarriage of justice. Time and time again, a state 
reviewing or appeals court reverses a judgement upon a verdict 
of guilty, sometimes without even sending it back for a nev/ trial* 
History, too, has not infrequently shown juries to have been dead 
wrong. But in the Federal Judicial system, the verdict of a 
jury, however induced by fear, or hysteria or prejudice, if 
approved by the very trial judge v/ho probably Impelled that verdict, 
can never be set aside on the ground that it was based on’ false 
or unreliable testimony, V.'hy must the d -'fend ants, why must the 
defendants, why must we all, accept irrevocably the viev/ of a 
Judge Kaufman and of a jury so exposed to the influence of his 
attitude and his rulingsV \Ihy may not a higher court review the 
reliability of the testimony, particularly when the very lives of 
people depend upon that testimony? I should think that ever'*/ lawyer, 
every judge, anxious to vindicate the processes of law and to 
administer justice, as far as that is humanly possible, would 
demand that some higher court, in the fair and detached atmosphere 



of a court review, free from hysteria and devoid of the spirit 
of '*we’ll show these Communists**, review . the evidence, every 
bit of it , and direct the acquit al of the defendants, if the ' 
evidence did not warrant their conviction. That is what v/e have 
a right to expect of our co-arts; that is v/haj courts are fori 

In view of the above record, the sentence pronounced 
upon HORTON S0BI5LL by Judge Kaufman is almost incredible. Jointly 
with the ROSENBSRGS he prosecuted an appeal to the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Second Circuit. The opinion of that 
court affirmed the judgement of Judge Kaufman' although the Clrcviit 
Court Judge JEROMK FRANK gave it as his opinion that MORTON SOBALL 
v/as entitled to a nev; trial on the ground that the evidence estab- 
lished, if anything, tv/o separate conspiracies : (a) Conspiracy 
between ROSENBERG and SOBELL to solicit and obtain ELITCKER’S 
aid in esoionage activities and to send military engineering and 
fire control information to Europe; (b) Conspiracy between 
ROSEi''JBERG, GREENGLAS3 and GOLD to send atomic information from 
Los Alamos to Russia, with v/hich conspiracy no one, and no 
evidence, linked _ SOBELL even remotely; Judge Frank held that 
trying ^ SCBELL jointly with defendants charged with another conspi- 
racy with which he had no connection was grave, reversible error. 
His two colleagues on that Court disagreed with him. The Supreme 
Court never passed upon that question, because it has steadfastly 
refused to take jusrisdiction of the case. SOBELL faces thirty 
years in jail because one judge of the Circuit Court of Appeals 
does nnt agree with the theory propo'onded by counsel and accepted 
by JUDGE FRANK, 


That is one of the great tragedies of this case, namely, 
that in a case of this highly controversial nature, where the 
evidence is so insufficient , where the courtroom and outside 
atmosphere are so inimical to the defendant, v:here the possibility 
of a fair tz-ial has been so obviously impaired, nevertheless the . 
Guprene Court refuses to pass upon the case, refuses even to 
consider the full record. And the press, and the commentators, 
and thal portion of the public misled by them, cry that the 
defendant has had a fair trial and fair consideration by ’the 
Supreme Court’ 

V/e must not allow our interest to lag, nor our desire to 
help an unfortunate fellow being grow cold. In a measure, MORTON 
SOBELL has suffered an even greater injustice than his fellov/ 
defendants, since v/e all concentrated , understandingly, on the 
ROSE;iBERG case. The SOBELL case is just as vital. The condem- 
nation of an innocent man to a. living death of thirty years, the 
destruction of his family, the martyrdom of his courageous wife, 
are factors which no American, no man v/ith a human heart, can 
ignore. v;e must continue, both in the co-nrts and by repeated 
appeals to executive clemency, and by unrelenting search for 
further evidence, to at^tempt to undo a great wrongi V/hen public 
opinion resumes its normal atmosphere, when the witch hunt is 
over, when normalcy returns, America will thank us for our e^’forts, 
I am certain^

MORTON SOBELL IN A LETTER TO HIS LIFE 


I v;elcome the cominltte’s interest in my freedom as 
an expression of their concern with a fundamental injustice 
perpetrated on myself. But still more, as evidencing concern 
\^ith a trend in our courtrooms, and broader still, destructive 
to the basic concepts of this democracy. It is a good omen, 
seeing so many people, who in these oppressive fcinies are v/illing 
to risk their ever 3 ’’thing by openly manifesting their opposition 
to this injustice. Yet this should not be cause for surprise, 
after the heroic example set by those who v/ould not stoop to 
peddling lies in return for life. 

I am really grateful for his sincereity and ability 
to my attorney, Hov:ard Meyer, for the tremendous effort he has 
exiMted since he entered the case after the trial. Hov; can I 
x'.-'A v;ords to adequately express my feelings for all that you 
h:;Vd done, Helen? I would have to coin new superlatives. It’s 
gooJ to know that my parents and your mother have stood so firmly 
beside us. 

This is a horrible place to spend one's days. Yet 
those of little mind v/ho decreed it can't understand how meaning- 
less its torture is for me. If a body and mind can understand, 
then it can manufacture antidotes for any viieness, none excepted. 
And I understand^ 

I hope I'll be able to contribute something to the 
work of the nev/ committee, more as a party interested in this 
case than as a victim of an injustice^ The perspectives are 
broader in the f irst,. instance , and since the issues themselves 
are much more ■.thani:a life, or tw^o or three, I would rather vie^^^ 
it so.

We are happy to announce to you that the National AoEenber;j- 
Sobell Conference held in Chicago on October 10-11 formed a Viev; 
committee, "The National Hosenberg-Sobell CorAmittee", Vihich will 
conduct the campaign to V/in a new trial for Norton Sobell and bring 
the facts in the Kosenberg-Sobell case to the American people. 

The formation of this com:.mittee comes at a crucial time, 
steps toward a widespread Sobell campaign were being taken in 
Chicago, the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals turned dov.'n Sobell' s 
appeal for a ne’w trial. This means that the case must now go to 
the Suprem.e Court — the same court that refused to review' the con- 
viction of Ethel and Julius ilosenberg and refused to exejnine the 
new evidence in the case. Nov/ this same new evidence is before the 
courts once more in Horton Sobell's effort to win a new tria.l. 

It therefore becomes i.mperative that the Sobell campaign be laun- 
ched on a large scale v/ithout the slightest delay. This is essen- 
tial if we are to meet the deadline and have wide public support 
for this case by the time it reaches the Supreme Court. This means 
that the distribution of one million pieces of literature must be 
undertaken immediately and signatures secured for a special iimici 
Curiae brief . 

In order to bring you up to date on w-hat took place at the Con- - 
ference, we are sending you the • enclosed kit of Conference material. 
We call your attention especially to the statements of program and 
policy. 

To implement this policy nationally, the Conference reco.mmended 
the setting up of three regions — a Western region, a Hid-ivcs te 2 '’n 
region, and an Eastern region. A si>: w^eek oeriod was set aside to 
complete the organisation of the new set-up' During this time each 
of the regions are to complete their selection of I 5 persons v/ho 
v/ill serve on the national executive board. Each region is also 
to complete its selection of persons to serve as national sponsors. 
The conference elected Emily Alman as National Executive Secretary, 

The import.ance of providing the necessary finances was stressed 
at the Conference. The heed for finances have become all the more 
urgent with the rejection of the appeal for a new trial by the 
Circuit Court. 

It nov/ becomes necessary to raise substantial amounts to cover 
the costs of printing the record and legal fees to take the Sobell 
case to the Supreme Court. 

We hope the enclosed material will speed the important work to be 
done so that Justice can be won for the scientist' in Alcatraz.

£ROM ALCATRAZ TO CAIN MQMFNTUM IN APRIL 

The month of April opens a nation-wide drive to transfer Morton Sobell from 
Alcatraz. --^Sobell,- whose 37th birthday'-ie^pridr-i-lwiTy" nghtih^ for a new trial. 

The fact that Horton Sobell 's imprisonment in Alcatraz violates all prece- 
dent is revealed by the Federal E'oreau of Prisons itself. A booklet published 
by the Bureau has the following to say about the type of prisoners who are sup- 
posed to be sent to Alcatraz : 

'•Under the leadership of the then Attorney General, Homer Cummings, there 
was a vigorous drive to apprehend and severely punish the gangsters, racketeers, 
and desperadoes who were escaping state prosecution. It was decided that a 
component part of the campaign should be the establishment of a special institu- 
tion of maximum security and minimum privileges for the confinement of sudi 
ruthle s s indiviffiaCU " . 

There has been nothing in Morton Sobell 's conduct, in or out of prison, 
that justifies placing him in this category. The Attorney General’s office used 
the electric chair as presvsure against the Rosenbergs ; Alcatraz is being used as 
a pressure against Morton Sobell. 

Alcatraz regulations permit transfer even for prisoners who do fit into the 
Alcatraz classification. The Prison Bureau’s pamphlet describes the prison’s 
Classification Committee, which consists of the Warden and his associates, the 
Chief Medical Officer and the Chaplains. "The committee", the booklet says, 
recommends retransfer 7/hen, in the ' over-all analysis, it is believed the pris- 
oner 7/ill be able to conform to the regimen at other penitentiaries". (This book- 
let on Alcatraz may be obtained free of charge by 7 /riting to the Pederal 
Bureau of Prisons, Justice. Department, Washington, D.C.) 

Thousands of people must be called upon to insist that rights recognized 
for regular Alcatraz inmates must not be denied Morton Sobell. 

A national delegation to Washington will take place around the middle cT U&y. 

Thousands of signatures must be gathered from coast to coast on petitions 
urging the Senate Judiciary Committee to investigate the circumstances of Morton 
Sobell ’s imprisonment in Alcatraz by the Attorney General’s office. These peti- 
tions (available from the National Committee office) must be completed by May 
15 and returned to the National Office. Thousands must have spoken out by the 
time, the delegation goes to Washington. 

Throughout the country ministers, labor leaders, social workers, profes— 
siona.l.s, and various community leaders should be visited and asked to 7 /rite let- 
ters urging Morton Sobell ’s transfer. They should be addressed to Director 
James V. Bennett, Bureau of Prisons, Justice Department, Vifashington, D. C. 


Plans Under Wav Jor PosenSerQ Memoria l 

.It will soon be a year since Ethel and Julius Rosenberg were executed des- 
pite world-wide protests. Plans are being made for memorial meetings and obser- 
vances in the month of June. In accordance .v^ith Jewish tradition, a stone will 
be erected over the graves by June 19. The: stone will be paid for hy contribu- 
. tions to the National Committee. 


Committees throughout the country will be arranging meetings to pay tribute 
to the Rosenbergs and to. pledge Justice for Morton Sobell. The date June 19, 
which will be remembered as' one of the most shameful daj-^s in our history, must 
also mark a strengthening of the campaign to ' see that the truth is known and 
that Morton Sobell gets a nevj trial.

TRUTH BREAKING OUT IN ROS EN BERG - S03E LL CASE 


uaraiy a week goes by vathout a ' 
new burst ■ of truth in the Rosenberg - 
Sobell case. One of the recent devel- 
opments was a legal study published by 
the Columbia Law Review. The Review, 
one of the most distinguished in the 
country, concluded, that .there is strong 
merit in ' argument ' for a new Sobell 
trial. It also concluded that the 
Rosenbergs did riot, get full considera- 
tion in the final stage of the case. 

At a meeting in New York, a lead- 
ing atomic energy official denied that 
espionage gave Russia the atomic bomb. 
Reported the New York Times on March 
21 : ’♦It is supposed that the Russians 
achieved the atomic bomb sooner tka:i we 
thought they .would because Dr. IQaus 
Fuchs told them all that he learned 
when he was at Los Alamos. At last 
week's meeting of industrialists in 
New York arranged by the Atomic Indus- 


trial Forum, Dr. James Beckerley, dir- 
ector of the Atomic Energy Commi- 
'sion's Classification Cffice, said that 
neither the A-bomb nor the H-bomb was 
stolen from us by spies and that es- 
pionage played a minor role in the 
success of Soviet scientists in devel- 
oping atomic energy for vrar".

Thousands of letters of protest thwarted the cruel attempt to 
tear Michael and Robbie from their grandmother . Surrogate Collins" re jected 
tho claim that the children wore being "exploited" and said that the nrimary 
concern v;as the welfare of the children, not a question of i do o logics". Judge 
Collins asserted that the children would not be institutionalized ♦ 

This, then, is the present status of Michael and Robbie Rosenberg. 
Wg, of course, are happy that the Wo If arc Department rais not able to take' 
the children from their grandmother. However, the case is not yet concluded 
because guardianship of the Trust Fund is still to be decided, and beca'uso 
of tho questions raised by the unusual co -guardianship. Those matters are 
being studied by tho attorneys for Mrs. Rosenberg, and by tho trustees of 
the children’s fund.

Boar Friend ; 

Thero can no longer be any doubt of tho widespread interest and 
vitality of the Roaenberg-Sobell case. The activitios during the anniversary 
period have proven that there arc a good many people who see in the continued 
injustice to Sobell a threat to the lives end liberties of an enormous nunber 
of men and women, -within a relatively short period of time funds were raised 
to pay for a nmher of largo ads in daily newspapers, and eight very well at- 
tended memorial meetings v/ere organized. 

These brief successes should dispel any lingering doubt of the im- 
portance of the Sobell caso, or doubt of interest udien the issues are properly 
sot forth. 


A nufibcr of nev/ developments have also occured in this period. Firsts 
a line of investigation bearing on nev; evidence directly related to Norton 
Sobell has borne fruit- Tl-is, in turn, opens nevr lines of search x'or more , 
such evidence. In due time, end \mder appropriate clrcuastanoes , this nevr 
material v/ill be made public. 

Secona, tivo nev/ atx;oriiGys have entered the case. Their background 
is midwest, their reputations conservative, and their practise confined in the 
main to corporation cases. Within a very short time their names shall bo made 
public. Iteanv/hile, you will bo interested in knowing that they both feel deeply 
about the case. 


In view of the foregoing a nunber of issues demand attention 

First must come the knowledge that there is no vacation for Horton 
Sobell at Alcatraz, nor for these vrho plan to use the Eosenberg-Sobell case as 
a base for a new rash of spurious “espionage" cases. There is every appearance 
that such nev/ cases are in the offing. The present administration seems to be 
moving in tho direction of imitating its ''ov/n" Rosenberg -Sobell case v/ith 
which to prove that it is as "patriotic" as Senator McCarthy. 

hrhat is required then, is a cainpai.gn of onlightement and education. 
The facts in the Rosenberg-Sobell case, and action on behalf of ixrton Sobell 
7/ill militate against those violations of duo process v/hich alone can place 
the innocent in prison or worse. This education must take place before, not 
after, such unscrupulous attacks are made on life and liberty. 

Tho prime requisite for the success of such a campaign is its oublio 
nature. Our recent meetings and newspaper ads are steps in that direction. 

Much mere, henvever, must be done. ' Coni'ei^encos of inquiry, letters to editors, 
ads, and other public forms are needed. 

In addition, an approach to specialized groups is essential. We 
must not fail to realize that the KeCarthy-Army hearings and the Oppenheimer 
base have opened the minds of a great many scientists.' Cons idsrinr'" that at 
least two of oui’ country's greatest scientists understand the Rosenberg-Sobell 
casG, it T/ould be unpardonable to ignore the thousands of scientists who are 
greatly concerned vath every threat’ to their freedom, dignity, and work. If 
the truth wore known to them they v/ould consider it Intolerable t.hat one of 
their nunber sho'jld sit in Alcatraz today. 


Likewise, mth such eminent attorneys here and abroad, who have 
spoken up on the case, v/e cannot assume that they are d isintereBted . The 
Columbia Lav/ Reviev/ dournal, ttie intorceosion oL the tv/o nev/ attorneys, the 
mail vie receive from lav/yers — all these attest to their interest and coacorn. 
Vfe must realize that many la-i,yors understand that miscarriages of justice, by 
design or accident, may begin in the political area, but v;ill quickly spread to 
other areas. At this very moment there are two such cases in Nr.vYork, and there 
is a strong current of feeling against high-handed conviction-at-all-costs pro- 
secutors. 


Kor are the ministers of our country unconscious of their obligation, 
be they Christian or Jewish. Iviany of them are keenly sensitive to the attacks 
on their calling from elements in and out of Congress. They also deiiire, many 
of them, that their position in the Roseiiberg-Sobell case be vindicated, for 
that v/ill be the most fitting reply to the unethical attacks upon them. Vindi- 
cation %vould strengthen them and their churches and synagogues in the preaching 
and practise of the moral concepts that led them to speak on behalf of the 
Rosenborgs . 

It is a fact that seme of our comraittoes have approached scientists, 
lawyers, clergymen social v/orlcors and other professionals and have received 
mixed responses. This does not at all prove apathy; it proves only that our 
arguments v/ero inconclusive, that w© ourselves 'nave much to learn about this 
case and its relationship to tho people and issues in our country. 

Much nev/ literature will have to be produced, emphasising not only 
the facts in the case. but also the compelling interost which must move specific 
groups as well as the general public. 

Our second problem Is an old one • — financial. Nev/ court fees, new 
publication costs, new organizing expenses are on the agenda. To -these wo must 
add debts that have risen astronomically, due in the main to our reliance on 
tho New York Committee to carry their cr/m as v/oll as the National Conmittee' s 
burden of exponcos. As of this coining v/eek. tho Nev; York Committee, in order 
to carry cat a broader program of education, is separating itself completely 
from the National Office. It -v/ill act as independently as other Committees 
throughout tho country. Also, in a very responsible fashion, it is making 
every effort to assist the National Office financially. 

Tlie National Office, as you Imca-/, exists only by grace of tho volm:!- 
tary oentributions of committees and persons thu'oughout the country. It neither 
desires nor seeks any involiuitary arrangement. It therefore relies on the sense 
of responsibility to the cas© that other Cctnmi-fctoes have shen'/n 

The area in which the National Office functions is one tiiat cannot be 
handled by local groups. The obtaining and coriSultation with counsel for Sobell, 
the printing of pamphlets, the conduct of investigations, the exchange of in- 
formation and experience, the exploring of new national av'enues for educational 
material, tlva organization of national campaigns, to some extent tiio organizing 
of n©T/ committees, the finding of publishing outlets for books on the case — 
these and other activities require a national office and national staff*

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At the present uioncnt there are, in addition to Helen Sobeli three 
full time persons, one of vmcm is a secretary. There is, in addition/one. 
part time secretary. Although in terms of numbers tliis staff is entirely 
inadequate to handle all the above problems, they moke up for it v/ith incred- 
ible energy, devotion, and long hours. (Ono of these staff merabers may soon 
leave the National Office to work for the New >:ork Cotnnittee } . bbro it not 
for the many hours of volunteer time put in by other Hational Committoe mom.- 
bers, the work of the National Oi'fice v;ould be utterly impossible.
